The whole ptoblem 
of food production, of course, 
bristles with complications. It ie 
not  possible—even if it were 
reasonable—to dictate to every 
farmer in the twenty-six counties 
‘the precise use that he must make 
of his land. Under a supremely 
planned economy, an inspector 
would survey the farmer’s holding. 
He would tell him that so many 
acres must be devoted to wheat, 
só many acres must be put under 
barley, so many must be reserved 
for root crops—and he would | 
specify the exact acres. Who, how- 
ever, would like to see such rigorous 
supervision, and what democratic 
Government would have either the 
courage or the funds to institute 
it? .Yet the fact remains that, so 
long as a loophole remains in the 
Tillage Acts—so long as there is a 
single clause which permits of loose 
construction—some farmers. will 
take. advantage of it. 

The honest. and. patriotic 
farmer, for example, must suffer 
some disquietude, when he realises 
that the price c- pigs is kept 
lower than it might: be, in order 
that other farmers may not be 
encouraged to waste grain upon 
pig-feeding. “ We had to choose 
between bread and bacon,’’ said 
Mr. Twomey, “and we chose 
bread.” The choice was sound, 
bit in dhe fourth year of the war 
such a choice onght..not. to. - bo 
‘necessary ; there ought to be wheat 
enough, and bacon enough.

The Tip of the Tongue. 


Mr. Bernard Shaw, that veteran 
controversialist, has’ emerged once’ 
‘again from the peace of his home 
to fire a few shots in the cause of 
liberty, This time, ‘the subject is 
one very dear to his heart—the 
English language; and the 
freedom he advocates is freedom 
from the bonds of “our absurd 
Phoenician alphabet.’’ The occa- 
sion for his remarks was the plea 
made by Lord Brabazon in. the 
House of Lords that phonetics 
should be given a place in all 
democratic education. Mr. Shaw 
dismissed as “trifling with the 
subject,” Lord. Brabazon’s words. 
in the House, which “were based 
upon the notion that uncouth 
regiona] accents would be elimi- 


and greater equality of oppor- 
tunity thus ensured for all pupils. 
It is true, without any doubt, 
that 2 man is judged, on first 
acquaintance, largely by the way 
he speaks, A ‘‘ public-school” 
accent is as valuable in certain 
businesses as a signed “testi- 
monial. It is taken to indicate 
that the speaker has a Certain 
modicum of education, a certain 
basis of culture, and a tincture 
of that indefinable quality which 
goes to make a gentleman. It is 
equally true that the test is often 
misleading. There is much to 
be said for Lord Strabolgi’s 
opposition . to any, artificial 
atfempt to destroy local accents; 
but it must be - doubted. 
whether any such attempt could 
have even a small measure of 
success. Local influence and every- 
day contacts have a great deal 


lessons could have, and accent. re- 
asserts itself eventually im spite 
of the elocution teacher. The em. 
ployment ““of'” “teachers” with 


cultured aceents is the safest. way | 
to direct the speech of the pupils. 
The result could nos be a general 


acctentless speech; but ‘there 
might be a decrease in uncouth 
and . unintelligible king. 
Indeed; it is not desi le that 
local characteristics should be 
wiped out of language, for dialect 
is the live part of speech, and the | 
part which constantly reinvigo- 
retes the remainder. In our own 
time, the ‘advance of the 
American dialect in this direction 
is easily perceptibiv. There are 
many who complain at thé 
vuigarity. of the new strain ; but, 
like most- vulgarity, it has good 
red blood.

- The late Seamus. Hughes, Dublin s 
first radio announcer, and sometime 
Assistant Director of Broadcasting;

that he tried his hand; and not un- 
successfully, in thusical composition 
and arrangement. That was in years 
which the rapid march of time makes 
us consider’ somewhat historic. 

Round about 1913, I believe, he 
was responsible for the musical 
settings of Labour songs written by 
James Connolly, who was executed 
with the other signatories of the 
Proclamation of Easter Week, “The 
Watchword of Labour” was one of 
these. Before Easter Week, 1916, 

and for some years after it, he made 
fairly frequent appearances on the 
concert platform under one of the 
variants of his © name—Seamus 
O’ Hea. 

His education in France and his 
knowledge of Irish and several other 
languages, as well as his musical 
experience, counted as qualifications 
when he went, into Dublin’s ofiginal 
radio “station, 

Contrary to what some notices have 
said, he was not an internee in 
1916. For hís part in the insurrec- 
tion he was court-martialled, and 
served part of his sentence in Lewes 
and Portland.

Some Precautions 

The lover of music who takes 
his (or her) gramophone seriously 
will see to it chat all records are 
filed in dust-proof cases; that no 
defective needles are used, and that 
all records are played at the roper 
speed. Care will be taken also to 
ensure that the turntable is actually 
revolving at the speed shown on the 
indicator, 

No one who really appreciates 
gramophone music will use a needin 
more than once on any worth-while 
record, even though the specific 
needle is guaranteed by the makers 
to play ten or more sides without 
damage. It is possible that the 
enthusiast will not use steel needles 
at al! on certain records string 
music, for example—preferring for 
the purpose fibre or thorn needles. 
And all records will be carefully, 
dusted BEFORE and AFTER play- ° 
ing with a special brush. 

How many of the oa pate to 
a “ records library ” could be relied 
upon to treat records with this care? 
Darned few. I'm certain. No 
gramophone. enthusiasts would 
dream of- Iending & record, and 
during the present shortage they 
are not likely to make “ of any.
